Broadly speaking, this {is an 
outline of how top political and 
diplomatic chiefs are thinking 
here.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14—Each of the seven state elee- 
mosynary institutions eligible for’ funds under the propsed state 
bond issue has serious fire hazards and is overcrowded, B. E. 
Ragland. director of the division of mental disease said today. 


These institutions have asked | include 


for allocation of $39,343,560 of 
the bond funds to them, if the 
bond issue is approved by vot- 
ers in the special state-wide 
election Jan. 24. 

Appropriations from the bond 
funds requested by penal and 
higher educational institutions, 
which also would benefit from 
the bond issue, bring total re- 
quests to $129,674.262, more 
than $54,000,000 in excess of 
the proposed issue. 

“The condition of buildings 
at some of the mental hospi- 
tals, because of the age and 
type of structure, is such that 
they constitute definite fire 
hazards,” Ragland said. ‘“Cor- 
rection of these conditions is 
of utmost importance to the 
safety of the patients.” 

Lack of Facilities. 

The patient load at the seven 
cleemosyuary institutions, Rag- 
land pointed out, now totals 
14,402, although the total rated 
capacity of the institutions is 
only 12,801. Thus some 1600 
more patients are being cared 
for than facilities were de- 
signed to handle. 

Building programs proposed 
by the institutions with the 
bond funds would provide about 
2500 additional beds.

Police Believe Man Shot 
Ex-Wife, Her Friend 
and Self — Emptied 


Pistol Found. 


An inquest will be held to- 
morrow in the shooting of Miss 
Carol Hug, James V. McGraw 
yanad Elmer P. Loring, whose 
bodies were found Friday in 
Loring’s automobile on Yarnell 
road in St. Louis county. 

Police believe McGraw, for- 
mer husband of Miss Hug, shot 
her and Loring, and then killed 
himself with the single bullet 
remaining in his pistol. 

Ballistics tests made yester- 
day established that the bullets 
whick killed the three persons 
were fired from a pistol found 
wedged in the front seat be- 
tween the bodies of McGraw 
and Miss Hug, St. Louis Coun- 
ty Detective Edward Hanneken 
said.

‘Says State Fund Would

opinion, to a compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance law. The Re- 
publican leadership of the Leg- 
islature has been urging com- 
| pulsory insurance. 

But tHe message said the 
Governor would consider come 
pulsory insurance ff it were 
linked with an unsatisfied judg- 
ment plan to protect victims ef 
uninsured out - of - state drivers 

and of hit-and-run drivers. 
Inspection Law. 

In a second special message, 
Harriman recommended a large- 
scale overhauling of the state's 
existing compulsory inspection 
law, which never has gone into 
effect. 

Instead of applying to .all 
cars, as it does theoretically, he 
suggested that the compulsory 
inspection law apply only to 
cars that are at least five years 
old. This change would exclude 
half of the cars now licensed 
in New York from the inspec- 
tion requirement. 

He proposed also that inspec- 
tions should be required once @ 
year instead of twice a year, 
The inspections would be made, 
as under the existing law, in 
state-licensed inspection sta- 
tions that are privately owned.

In his message, Harriman de- 
scribed the plan as a “compul- 
sory indemnification” program.

What an alumni fund can do of lasting value 
has just been demonstrated at the University 
of Illinois. 

When Car! Sandburg’s vast lifetime collection 
of books, manuscripts, letters, notebooks, papers, 
and photographs became available, the univer- 
sity did not have the modest sum of $30,000 in 
its budget for the purchase. 

But the University of LUllinois Foundation, 
whose funds come from alumni contributions, 
did what the university itself could not do.

justice the West is still way ahead of 
the East 


The chief danger facing the world to- 
dav is our tendency to produce people 
faster than we can produce food 

We must someday choose between a 
high birth rate and a high death rate or 
a low birth rate and a low death rate 
Common humanity, it would seem, 
would demand the latter. Lives should 
be long and rich. There Is little that is 
alluring in a prospect of chronic star- 
vation and misery punctuated by period- 
ic atomic wars in an effort to clear out 
surplus human beings and to restore 
some sort of balance between mouths 
and food 


Empty Bellies Make Communists 


Because Americans have lived in a 
surplus economy we often are aston- 
ished and confused at the immense ap- 
peal that Communism seems to have in 
much of Asia and the Middle East. 

It is not the struggle over ideas, 
but the gnawing of empty bellies that 
makes Asiatic Communists. The hungry 
man is not interested in lofty arguments 
about free enterprise and the Four Free- 
doms. It is the man who rises in the 
market place and promises to give him 
part of the landlord's estate who sets 
his min¢ whirling. 

In too much of the world there is no 
middle class. In too much of the world 
too few people have any stake in main- 
taining inviolable the rights of property. 
In too much of the world vast masses 
of unlettered human beings do not 
think, as we keep telling ourselves they 
must, that they have a choice between 
freedom and Communist oppression. 
They have never known freedom.

They are, it seems to me, undoubted 
ly basically good. Millions of human 
beings, who a generation ago were con 
tent to put up with ancient evfis, are 
now struggling against them. They are 
often not as ready as they imagine 
themselves to be to assume the diffi- 
cult burden of self-government. 

But the motives that actuate these 
people are essentially the same motives 
that actuated Americans in 1776. We 
really had little to complain of, but 
many of them have much. Our fore- 
fathers were fat and sassy. These tur- 
bulent Africans and Asians are thin 
and sullen. 

The age of European cofonialism is 
over. The corpse cannot be revived. The 
British are wisely seeking to hold old 
colonial possessions within the Empire 
‘now called the Commonwealth of Na 
tions) by extending local self-govern 
ment as fast as possible 

But the French, still trying to main 
tain the legal fiction that Algeria is 
part of France, may now lose all North 
Africa. The Dutch empire has lost its 
core. Twenty years from now there wil! 
be few large pieces of real estate, how 
ever far back in the jungle, that will 
not have at least local self-government 
And at first these governments are go- 
ing to be bloody-awful 


‘Human Animal Is a Good One’ 


But the stirrings are healthy 
represent normal human aspirations 
And even if Communism should tem 
porarily conquer the world, which I 
cannot. conceive, these same stirrings 
would eventually destroy it 

The past two months have taught 
me one thing. The human animal is a 
pretty good one. I have met unsavory 
individuals, but no unsavory nation. 

Surely our dangers are great, yet we 
are so close to the gates of Eden. If we 
do not blindly breed ourselves into such 
a condition of material want that re- 
ligions will be overturned and free in- 
stitutions destroyed we are eyelash- 
close to a far better life than human- 
kind has ever known. Life can be long. 
Life can be comfortable. Life can be 
productive beyond all dreams. 

However frightening the short-range 
dangers, the long-range outlook is good. 

As Stephen Vincent Benet has said: 

“It is a proud thing to be a man.”

Drastic Reorganization of Army 
To Cope With Nuclear Warfare

Intends to Create Small, Self-Sufficient.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. 


T HE ARMY, with a brilliant team of generals, led by Chief 


of Staff Maxwell D. Taylor and with the enthusiastic en- | 


couragement of Army 


Secretary Wilber M. Brucker, is 


preparing for the most far-reaching reorganization in its history 
to cope with the nuclear revolution in war. 


At the same time Brucker 
and Taylor are conducting an 
active campaign of education 
within the Army to reassure 
career personnel that nuclear 
war has not diminished the need 
for the Army. The results ac- 


complished within a short time | 
have been phenomenal. Rather | 
than being defeatist about the | 


importance of the Army, offi- 
cers and soldiers are again hold- 
ing up their heads, feeling the 
weight of the insignia on their 
shoulders and sleeves and are 
getting busy thinking through 
the problems of fighting and 
existing. with nuclear weapons. 
Basic Concepts. 

Certain fundamental concepts 
govern the new Army approach. 

1. The Army must'be able to 
fight either nuclear or non- 
nuclear war. 

2. The entire Army must be 
equipped so that it can be 
transported by air anywhere. 
Such weapons and’ equipment 
as are too heavy must be de- 
signed to break down into port- 
able loads and easily be reas- 
sembled. 

3. It must have, in addition 
to strategic mobility, complete 


mobility on the battlefield for | 
rapid movement, concentration 


and dispersion. 

4. The Army must be com- 
posed of small, self-contained 
units able to maintain them- 
selves and fight alone or to 
coalesce into larger units. 

5. The demand for small 
self-contained units, dispersion 
and high mobility requires en- 
tirely new methods of observa- 
tion and control of forces on 
the battlefield. 

6. The Army will have to be 
almost completely re-equipped 
with newly designed weapons 
to meet the requirements. 

Two modified divisions, the 
Third Infantry and the First 
Armored have been tested in 
three recent maneuvers—Blue 


Bolt, Follow Me and Sagebrush. | 


Both divisions were composed 
of combat commands, a stand- 
ard organization for armored 
divisions, instead of regiments. 
A combat eommand is actually 
two or three infantry or arm- 
ored battalions reinforced with 
some supporting arms. 

Such divisions are still mas- 
sive affairs. The Third Infantry 
Division tested in Sagebrush 
had a strength of 17,000 men 
and the armored division of 
14.000. The performance of 
these units has not been evalu- 
ated. But it is apparent that 
they do not meet the criteria 
the Army has set for itself. 

The combat commands, al- 
though they could be self- 
contained by attachment of sup- 
porting units are much too large 
to meet the new concepts of 
self-contained small units and 
to disperse adequately. on the 
atomic battlefield. 

New Division in Making. 

The planning of a genuinely 
new diviison has been in prog- 
ress for about a year. All the 
service schools and the Conti- 
nental Army Command have 
been engaged in it. It meets 
pretty well the new require- 
ments set up for the atomic 
age army, but it will require 
almost all new equipment. 

The strength of the division 


is to be between 8000 and 9000 | paratroop

Enemy artillery will be lo- 
cated by acoustic and seismic 
methods. Reconnaisance of the 
battlefield will be with un- 
manned aircraft or helicopters 
equipped with television send- 
ing equipment.

“They are

Wii INTRODUCTION of an Administration bill this week,

The fear that neither party will 
follow through and complete a 
tangible “domestic Point IV” 
program has been expressed by 
several witnesses from these 
pockets of unemployment.

Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, introduced 
the Administration bill, and by 
the end of the week 25 co-spon- 
sors had added their names to 
his. This is the bill promised 
last October by Arthur F. Burns, 
chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
after a bedside conference with 
President Eisenhower at Denver. 


| A Democratic bill to aid de- 


pressed areas was introduced 
last July 28 by Senator Paul H. 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois. 

G.O.P. Emphasis on Loans. 

Emphasis on loans in the Re- 
publican bill can mark it as a 
“bankers’ bill” in future polit- 
ical debate. The more generous 
Democratic bill provides for a 
combination of loans and grants 

This distinction was pointed 
up when the rival bills were as- 
signed to committee. Smith's 
bill, and companion bills in the 
House, went to the Banking and 
Currency Committees of the two 
houses. Douglas's bill went to 
Labor and Public Welfare in 
the Senate and to Ways and 
Means in the House. 

Main feature of the Smith bill 
is a $50,000,000 revolving fund, 
from which the Government 
could make loans to local gov- 
ernmental units or _ citizens’ 
committees to help finance con- 
struction, rehabilitation or ex- 
pansion of industrial plants. 

The only grants provided by 


the Smith bill would be for 
study and survey purposes. It 
authorizes appropriation of $1.- 
500,000 a vear for this sort of 
“technical assistance.” 


Douglas proposes creation of 
two funds of $100.000,000 each 
One. like the $50,000,000 Smith 
fund, will provide for loans to 
help start local manufacturing 
businesses. It is limited to con- 
struction of new factory build 
ings, however. 

The other $100,000,000 in the 
Douglas bill would provide for 
outright grants or loans for con- 
struction of local public works. 

Loan Limitations. 

Smith would limit loans to 20 
years and one-fourth of the 
total cost of a project. He also 
weuld require local groups to 
put up 15 per cent of the total 
as equity capital or as a loan 
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or the Republicans who bring 
other “depressed areas’ of the 


repayable after the 
Government's loan. 

Douglas would permit 40-year 
federal loans up to two-thirds 
of the total cost. He included 

| no such 15 per cent local sec- 
ond-mortgage requirement. 

The two bills differ also on 
the definition of an area that 
would qualify for benefits. 
Smith's bill would require 8 per 
cent unemployment for “the 
major portion of each of the 
preceding two years.” Douglas's 
would require either 9 per cent 
unemployment for the preced- 
ing 18 months or 6 per cent for 
three weeks. 

Douglas is understood to be 
working on an amendment to 
liberalize his bill's definition of 
a depressed area, cutting the 
period of 6 per cent unemploy- 
ment to two years and permit- 
ting some fluctuation below 
that level. His hearings have 
brought out that some commu- 
nities, such as Altoona, Pa., are 
close to the 6 per cent line and 
might otherwise be disqualified. 

The Illinois Senator also is 
expected to permit loans for 
modernization and expansion of 
factory buildings — instead of 
just for new construction — as 
well as for land acquisition and 
possible even for machinery and 
equipment. 

Organizational Differences. 

Sharp organizational differ- 
ences also appear between the 
two proposals. Smith would set 
up an “area assistance admin 
istration” in the Department of 
Commerce, headed by an “area 
assistance administrator” ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of 
Commerce with the pay of an 
assistant secretary. 

The phrase “depressed area,” 
Incidentally, does not appear in 
the Smith bill 

Douglas's bill would create a 
new independent agency, headed 
by a “depressed areas adminis- 
trator’ named by the President 

In several other respects, the 
administration would funnel aid 
through existing channels, while 
the Democratic proposal would 
work outside of present agen 
cies. For example, Smith would 
have the Secretary of Labor 
designate areas qualified for 
aid, but Douglas would leave 
this decision to the depressed 
areas administrator 

Smith would require approval 
of state or local governments 
before a project could get fed- 
eral assistance, Douglas would 
require only an agreement be- 
tween the administrator and a 
local industrial development 
committee named by him.

WEST GERMAN 
‘WAR CRIMINALS’ 


HERLESHAUSEN, Germany, 
Jan. 14 (‘UP)—The first West 
German “major war criminals” 
arrived from Russian prison 
camps today and the govern- 
ment promptly announced it 
would free them, subject to 
possible trial later when their 
records arrive from Russia. 

The 453 reached this border 
repatriation center under guard 
of 60 Red army soldiers with 
fixed bayonets. They wefe not 
allowed to see waiting r@latives 
during their processing. 

West German officials said 
the former prisoners, branded 
as “major war criminals” by 
Soviet courts, would be given 
temporary papers and allowed 
to go’ to their homes. East 
German authorities clapped 269 
similar returnees into prison 
last month. 

Among today’s arrivals was 
former Maj. Ernst Keitel, 41- 
vear-old son of Hitler's last 
chief of staff, Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel. He said he had 
never been charged with any 
crimes or tried by a Soviet 
court. 

He said also he had never 
been officially informed: that 
his father had beeh hanged at 
Nuernberg as a war criminal. 
He said he learned about it 
only through the prison “grape- 
vine.”

Rotanical "Garden Annals 
Reprints Valuable and 
Rare Monograph. 


“The Foods of an Indian Vil- 
lage of North India. an author 
itative studv originally pub 
lished bv the Indian gover! 
ment at Allahabad in 194, has 
heen reprinted by the Missourl 
Rotanical Garden, as a public 
service, in the current issue of 
the gardens Annais 

Edgar Anderson, director of 
the garden, said copies of the 
document had become almost 
impossible to obtain. He said 
the study, because of its practi- 
cal approach, should be of great 
help to American Point I\ 
technicians in their work with 
underdeveloped areas. 

“As an accurate, detailed and 
perceptive account of what 
plants are grown for what pur- 
pose in a North Indian village, 
it is on its way to becoming a 
classic in the field of ethno- 
botany.” Anderson said. 

The 412-pazge monograph was 
written by an American mis- 
sionary’s wife, Mrs. Charlotte 
Viall Wiser. on the basis of ob- 
servations she and her husband 
made while living in tents in a 
mango grove near the village 
of Karimpur during the period 
1925-1931. The Wisers are now 
residing in India. 

"es rimpur, with a population 
of only 754, had residents of 17 
castes and two varieties of out- 
casts. Eating habits were hedged 
about by taboos Peon'le grey 
practically everything they ate. 
QMranges and tomatoes were 
available at a market town five 
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w@e 4 
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miles away, but were not

Few residents of Karimpur 
xcept Moslems would eat meat

Fish. chickens and eggs were

She emphasized the difficulty 
of bringing about food reforms 
in a culture so resistant to 
change, but also made _ the 
point that many food customs 
added up to a very cetficient 
use of available fruits and 


vegetables She said the job 
of improvement required tact 
resourcefulness and a knowl- 


edge of the peopl 

Discussing the marked dif- 
ference in physical appearance 
among the Indian races, some 
of whom are tall, well-propor- 
tioned and energeti while 
others are the opposite, Mrs 
Wiser pointed out that all the 
elements of a healthy diet were 
within reach of the people she 
studied, without importation ol 
food. 

She referred to a previous 
study of the famou Hunza

George M. Harrison, a top ex- 
ecutive of the new 15,000,000- 
member AFL-CIO, told the 
| Post-Dispatch last night that or-

other round of wage increases 
this year. 

Harrison, who is head of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks 
as well as a vice president and 
executive committeeman of the 
AFL-CIO, presided at installa- 
tion ceremonies at Hotel Jectfer- 
con of 161 brotherhood officers

Wage increases, Har on as- 
certed are neces<al = 7 as 
proiits are running at tne 


present high level in order to 
maintain a bhalanced national 
econom(' The drive for in- 
creases. he continued, would be 
based on a desire to obtain a 
share of the fruits of increased 
productivity. He said he regards 
higher wages as a means of 
bolstering the econom and 
maintaining purchasing power, 
stimulating production 

Excessive profits and Sstag- 
nated wages.” Harrison. said, 
were largely responsible for 
the 1929 collapse We do not 
want a repetition of that Ca- 
lamity.” 

Harrison, formerly assistant 
economic stabilization director 
and a member of other Govern- 


| ment bodies, expressed concern 


about some segments of the eco- 
nomic picture He noted a 
downtrend in the automotive in- 
dustry, a continued “‘deteriorat- 
ing situation” in the farm areas 
and a lessening of home build- 
ing in the construction indus- 
try. He attributed the decline 
in building partly to credit con- 
ditions in the mortgage market 


Turning to effects of the la- 
bor merger, Harrison said in- 
evitable initial difficullies would 
be adjusted 

“The merger will prove a 
good thing for the country,” 
Harrison said. “for it will re- 


duce the conflicts between dual 7 


and competing unions, some- 
times through amalgamations. 
The area of jurisdictional dis- 
putes will become increasingly 
limited 

“The AFL-CIO also will 
strengthen the hand of the Gov- 
ernment in dealing with world 
problems. It constitutes a united 
democratic free trade union 
movement in opposition to Com- 
munism and all forms of totali- 
tarianism.” 

Harrison, who is a member 
of the committee on ethical 
practices of the new labor 
body, said that labor recog- 
nized its public responsibility 
more than ever before. The 
committee, he said, was about 
to draw up an ethical code, 
part of a drive against rac- 
keteering and corruption inthe 
labor movement, to be submit- 
ted to the executive council of 
the merged organizations next 
month. 

In his address to members 
of his union, Harrison, former- 
ly of St. Louis, told of plans 
to urge changes in the Railway 
Retirement Act to increase 
benefits and other objectives 
of the brotherhood. The rail- 
road industry, he said, has 
failed to keep pace with ex- 
pansion of industry generally 
which has been participated in 
by other methods of transpor- 
tation 


ROBERT Y, WOODWARD FILES

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Don't Baby 
New Autos, 
Is Advice

CHICAGO — Don't “baby” 
your new car during the break- 
in period. 

That's the advice from some 
of the nation’s leading automo- 
tive lubrication engineers. They 


advise that after a couple hun- | 


dred miles you should drive 
the car normally. In that way 
you'll get a better break-in. 

A few years ago an engineer 
for one of the leading motor 
firms gave this advice on how 
to.break-in a high compression 
V-8 motor: 

“Take it down the highway 
at 70 miles an hour and don't 
let it get below that for the 
first 100 miles.”

Book to Aid _ 
School Auto | 


Training Out 


DETROIT—A basic book of | 
standards for automobile me- | 
chanic training in the nation’s 
schools has just been published, 
the Automobile Manufacturers 
Association reports. 

The book, “Standards 
Automotive Service Instruction 
In Schools,” is a co-operative 


development of the automotive 


industry and the American Vo- 
cational Association, the A.M.A. 
said. 

Merle St. Aubin, chairman of 
the Service Managers Commit- 
tee of the A.M.A., and director 
of Service Section, General Mo- 
tors Corp., said the new book, 
in effect, “is a summation of all 
our efforts.” 


Developed to help raise the 
standards of automotive service 
courses in the schools, it ranges 
from selecting and counseling 
students to shop layouts and the 
training of teachers. iDstribu- 
tion will begin next month to 
schools throughout the country. 


More Mechanics Needed. 
The co-operative 


sponse to various problems of 
the schools and in the face of 
a growing shortage of capable, 
properly trained automotive me- 
chanics, St. Aubin stated. 

“The nation’s requirements 
for new mechanics now is some- 
where in the area of 40,000 to 
45,000 per year. In contrast, it 
is estimated the mechanics actu- 
ally being graduated by our 
schools number only about 10,- 
000 per year,” he said. 

Dr. M. D. Mobley, executive 
secretary of the American Vo- 
cational Association, stated that 
the new book of instruction 
standards will be of ‘“‘tremen- 
dous value” to schools. 

“It is a splendid example, 
he Said, “of the way in which 
vocational authorities can work 
with industry to develop train- 
ing programs and materials that 
contribute in a major way to 
the progress and general well- 
being of the country.” 

Industry Assists. 

St. Aubin declared that the 
automobile industry, for many 
years, has been conscious of 
problems faced by the schools 
in connection with automotive 
shop training and has sought 
to help in a number of ways. 

“Schools have been provided 
with materials for use in stu- 
dent vocational counseling. 
Engines, chassis, parts and serv- 
ice equipment have been pro- 
vided for instruction purposes. 
Service manuals, charts, books 
and other materials have been 
contributed for classroom use.

incased in sheets of ice 

It is possible to water plants 
even though the soil is frozen 
Under these circumstances, 
much water runs off and is 
wasted, of course. However, the 
Plants will benefit, and they 
can also absorb a surprising 
water through the 
leaves. Even deciduous trees 
can benefit from 
falls on bare branches 

PS One more reminder 
When watering in the winter 
time, remember that the hose 
should be given a little consid- 
eration too Be sure that the 
water has been allowed to drain 
both from the hose and from 


faucet connections 


It may also be a good precau- 
tion to coil the hose and store 
it in the basement or heated

For the Olympics 


) Six Outstanding Soccer Players, and One 
Still in Army, Named for March Tryouts 


T. LOUIS, WHICH PLACED six players and one 
S alternate on the United States Olympic soccer 

squad in 1952, is likely to do it again this year. 
Seven St. Louis men are among 34 stars—the best of 
some 3000 amateur American soccer players—-named 
to the final Olympic tryouts here in March. Of this 
select group, 17 will be chosen to represent the United 
States in soccer next December at the Olympic Games 
at Melbourne, Australia, where 16 nations will com- 
pete in the sport. 

The 34 players who will participate in the final 
tryouts were chosen from amateur, college and Armed 
Forces teams in a nation-wide series of preliminary 
trials last November and December. They are di- 
vided into two 17-man squads called the Eastern and 
Western All-Stars, which will clash in a double- 
header at Public Schools Stadium. While the games 
undoubtedly will attract a large turnout of fans, the 
chief spectators will be the members of the United 
States Soccer Football Association's Olympic Com. 
mittee. It will select the Olympic team. 

Of the seven St. Louis nominees, six will play for 
the Western All-Stars; the other man, Russell Murphy. 
will play for the Eastern team, having been picked 
from the Armed Forces team in the Eastern trials 
Murphy, who is soon to be discharged from the Army, 
was an alternate on the 1952 Olympic team. Five of 
the six St. Louisans on the Western All -Stars—Harry 
Keough, Herman Wecke Jr., Ruben Mendoza, Bil! 
Looby and Elwood (Butch) Cook—are teammates on 
the Kutis team, and three of these, Keough, Mendoza 
and Cook, were members of the 1952 Olympic team. 
The sixth man is John Traina, a member of the Simp- 
kins team, who is gaining national recognition for 
the first time. 

St. Louis tops a list of six major soccer cities which 
are contributing two or more players each to the final 
tryouts. The others, with the number of their nom- 
inees, are: New York, six; Los Angeles, four; Chicago, 
three; Pittsburgh, three, and San Francisco, two. Six 
of the players who will carry St. Louis’ hopes are 
shown in action on this page. Murphy, a Kutis player 
before he entered the y. was not available to be

Such sporadic violence has marked 
the strike by 44,000 members of the AFL- 
CIO International Union of Electrical 
Workers against Westinghouse, involving 
30 plants. The walkout has been in prog- 
ress since last October 17. 

The worst outbreaks have been at a 
household appliance plant at Columbus, 
Ohio. In December, the unoccupied sta- 
tion wagon of an official in the union 
local there was bombed. At 5:30 one 
morning this month, 100 sheriff's deputies

One union mem- 
ber died of a heart attack, eight persons 
were injured, several automobiles were 
overturned, 90 persons were arrested. 
The next day, 11 persons were injured at 
Mansfield, Ohio, in fighting that broke 
out when an employes car was over- 
turned as he tried to drive through a 
crowd of pickets. 

Bargaining sessions also have been 
stormy. To ease the tension, negotiations 
have been shifted to Philadelphia from 
Pittsburgh.

ture students at Washington University. They worked under direction 
of R. Buckminster Fuller, noted engineer - inventor - architect who designed it. 
Called a geodesic dome, it is a rigid lightweight metal frame that forms a 
one-third sphere 36 feet in diameter and 12 feet high at the center. The 
structure can be erected by three men in 45 seconds. It folds into an easily 
portable package and unfolds to enclose 1000 square feet—equivalent to the 
average five-room house. 

Geodesic, a scientific term referring to the shortest lines between points 
on the surface of a sphere, is aptly applied to the dome, which is made up 
of 60 straight magnesium tubing struts. These compose 30 inwardly folding 
tripod assemblies which are restrained at the limit of their open position b 
a network of cables interconnecting the tripods’ feet. Each “foot’’ is a ball- 
and-socket joint. When the tripods are folded, with each strut in parallel, 
the 300- pound dome forms a cylindrically shaped pack nine feet long and 
three feet in diameter. 

Force for erection of the dome is provided by compressed nitrogen in 
valves at each of the 30 tripod vertexes. When released into connected cy]- 
inders, pressure of the gas forces plungers to push against the cables, and 
the increasing tension pulls the tripod legs to the open position. To fold the 
dome, pressure is released in the cylinders, permitting the oo to col- 
lapse. This in turn releases tension on the guy cables and allows the tri- 
pods to fold. 

Construction of the one-third sphere “skinless” dome marks completion 
of the first phase of a three-stage experimental project leading to a geodesic 
dome called “the flying seed pod.” (Fuller has patented his geodesic de 
signs.) In stage two, the Washington U. students will build a similar but 
larger dome having a double “skin” of plastic. Stage three will embrace 
perfecting the self-erecting principle in a five-eighths dome with double 
plastic skin. 

This structure will be designed to open by itself in the air when dropped 
from a plane and settle to the ground like a parachute, ready for use as a 
shelter. It will be ballasted by a package of housekeeping equipment which 
will provide a good standard of living. Fuller thinks the flying seed pod 
will = the answer to military demands for a light, prefabricated structure 
that can be mass-produced and easily transported by air and that will with-

OR TWO DAYS, TRANSPORTATION in the New York area 
was hobbled by soupy fog.

| had been practicing hard and had stopped 
by the barrier at the side of the rink when 
the fair-haired, solemn child about 9 ap- 
peared from among the spectators. She didn’t 
say a word — not English, not even German. 
She merely held out her hand — and when 
1 stretched out mine to meet it, dropped 
into my palm the little frog.

It touched me deeply. Somehow, it seemed 
to be an expression of the good wishes of all 
the skating children of Vienna to win back 
the world crown I had won at Davos, Switzer- 
land, in 1953 and lost at Oslo, Sweden, in 
1954. At Oslo, when one slip and fall gave 
the crown to Germany's Gundi Busch, hun- 
dreds of children had rallied around to kiss 
me and sympathize. Their warmth and love 
sustained .my courage those first difficult 
hours 

Now, though I never really have been 
superstitious about good-luck charms, |! 
began to look on the comic little frog as a 
symbol. When the Vienna championship 
competition began a few days later, I took 
Frog with me as a talisman while one exact- 
ing test followed another through a day and 
a half of facing the best skaters in the world. 
On the final night, when I performed my 
tree-skating program of jump and spin, and 
dance steps, Frog was with me. This time I 
didn't slip. 

I still don't, know who the little Viennese 
girl was. But in gratitude to her — and all 
the children who have given. me affection 
and encouragement —I have worked up a 
skating routine for Gene Autry’s whimsical 
interpretation of Barney the Bashful Bullfrog. 
| enjoy skating the role of the shy frog, and 
[ hope children will enjoy it too. e

At age 20 you should get a minimum of seven 
hours’ sleep, savs Dr. Edward Henderson. He dis- 
agrees with some authorities who claim young 
people can function well on only four, five or six 
hours per night. At 40, seven hours is still the mini- 
mum. At age 60, add two hours. Remember: sleep 
provides the only opportunity for the body to re- 
pair the effects of daily stress and strain.

and keep doing them. This does not mean setting 


up a daily timetable for the rest of your life and being 
forced to follow ut “or else.” It does mean learning 
why various forms of activity are considered basic for 
longer life, and then letting your own desires guide 
you in making use of them 

Read the following points and compare them with 
the information in the charts: 

Weight control: Undoubtedly you know that excess 
fat may slash years from your life, but im the past 
doctors were not sure of the proper weight at a given 
age. Now a group of New York University researchers 
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has worked out a “fat-to-muscle” ratio which tells 
what you should weigh for maximum well-being 
through life. Secret: to take off weight after 40 

The reason behind this ts that, as you age, muscle 
diminishes and fat increases. Thus, if your weight re- 
mains constant through mid-life, you are carrying an 
increasingly dangerous proportion of fat 

Physical exercise: For years you have heard that 
exercise 1s good for you. Doctors were hazy (and 
some still are) about just how much you benefit from 
exercise —— in terms of life span. 

A new English study shows that, on the average, 
men whose jobs require daily exercise live eight vears 
longer than those who sit all day at work. Physical 
exercise throughout life, geared to the individual's 
capacity, can slow down and in some cases prevent 
joint ailments of aging. In addition, keeping physically 
fit actually builds reserve strength in the heart. Such 
strength, doctors point out, may stave off death when 
illness strikes. 


Keep Using Your Brain 


Mental and “social” exercise: New findings indicate 
strongly that, when a person stops using his brain, i 
tends to “decay.” As with other organs, lack of use 
causes deterioration. But mental exercise 
discussing, learning, socializing 
the brain at a high level. 

And one study shows conclusively that people with 
active, inquiring minds live longer than those whose

minds are shut tight to new ideas and social contacts. 

fo age successtully, says Columbia University sci- 
entist Dr. Irving Lorge, you thus should learn and do 
something new every day (see chart). By broadening 
your intellectual horizons, he explains, you remain 
flexible and will not have to fear growing old. 

Another yardstick for mental exercise is offered by 
Clark Tibbitts, Chairman, Committee on Aging, U.S. 
Dept. of Health. Education and Welfare. At age 20, 
he advises devoting 5 to 10 per cent of your spare time 
to personal, intellectual activity: at 40, 20 per cent; 
at 50 —- when parental duties have decreased — 50 
per cent of your leisure should be spent “exploring 
new interests, new ideas.” 

Rest; Seeking to find some common denominator 
among people 60, 70 and 80, a group of scientists dis- 
covered that some smoked, some drank, a few even 
were overweight —- but all had gotten the right 
amount of sleep through lite. 

What is the right amount? According to Dr. Edward 
Henderson, president of the American Geriatrics So- 
ciety and director of clinical research of the Schering 
Corp., no one can get along well on four or five hours’ 
sleep a night. His recommendation: a minimum of 
seven hours until age 60, and nine thereafter. 

Apart from the areas just outlined, how else can you 
add years to your life? One answer: periodic health 
checkups. For example, the American Cancer Society 
points out that 80,000 lives per year can be saved (not 
merely prolonged) in each of the next five years if

Our latest ready-for-war guided missile 


makes history as it goes on sea duty

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Any day now, somewhere off the coast of Virginia, a crewman on 
the USS Boston will press a button and the Navy's newest combat- 
ready weapon — an anti-aircraft guided missile dubbed the Ter- 
rier ——- will whoosh into the air, its tail spitting flame. 

For Navy men, it will be an historic firing. The rocket-powered 
missile will be the first ever shot from our first, and so far only, 
man-of-war permanently fitted with guided-missile launchers. Dur- 
ing a try-out period last year, Terriers were blasted off the Missis- 
sippi (below), but that old battleship — now used to test new 
weapons — is no longer a combat vessel; other types of guided 
missiles have been test-fired from combat ships, but on an experi- 
mental basis only 

Main mission for the Boston, which has a pair of twin-armed 
launchers (right), will be batting down attacking planes (al- 
though Terriers also may be used against other ships). Terriers can 
be shot up to “somewhere below 20 miles,” says the close-mouthed 
Navy. Traveling “several times the speed of sound,” they ride on 
a “beam” of radar waves that glues itself to the target; no matter 
how the plane dodges, the Terrier follows the beam straight to its 
objective and destroys it 

At sea off Virginia, the Boston is scheduled to knock down some 
obsolete World War II planes. Later it will take cracks at jet- 
propelled missiles and planes 

On its return this spring, the Boston a recommissioned World 
War Il cruiser now hailed as “the world’s only guided-missile 
combat ship” will lose her title: her sister, the Canberra, by

Maybe she could do better if she 
wanted, but that interest isn't quite 
there.” Mathematics is the bane of 
Nikkis exrtence; she displays all her 
teen-age fire when she talks about it: 
All that. complicated = stuff — for 
what?” 

As in most schools, eighth-grade 
math began with a review of funda- 
mentals. But as the year clicked along, 
lessons headed into new and bewilder- 
ing territory, and Nikki and many of 
her classmates were ‘quite frankly at 
sea. During PARADE’s visit, they were 
wrestling with the mysterious pi and its 
relationship to the area of a circle 

“IL get lost,” Nikki wailed. “I can 
do the problems. | can memorize the 
formulas and give you the numbers, 
but I don’t understand what I'm doing. 
Finding the area of a circle — why, 
that’s impossible! How can you fit a 
square inch into a round circle it 
just can't be done!” 

One day in math class, PARADE 
watched over Nikki's shoulder and 
found that she did not exaggerate her 
difficulties. As elsewhere, some stu- 
dents did problems at the blackboard 
while others worked at their desks, and 
Nikki's hand seldom shot up to indicate 
a correct answer. 

By dint of some overnight study, 
Nikki had the formula under control 
by the next day, but she remained con- 
fused by square inches and round 
circles. Further, the traditional course 
Outline followed at Roosevelt grows 
progressively more difficult as it dips 
into banking, percentages, insurance, a 
smattering of algebra and geometry 
meaning she might have more rough 
geing. Still, no one, including Mrs 
| amping, would be surprised if erratic 
Nikki suddenly “went mad” for math 
and gobbled up these lessons. 

Her present “crushes” are a little 
more typically schoolgirlish. “Glee 
club and gym are pretty good any way 


you look at them,” she says. Glee club 
is one of the electives currently given 
at Roosevelt, in keeping with a belief 
that fine arts and “socializing” lead to 
better scholarship. “We try to have our

At Roosevelt, courses in 
shop, art, music and homemaking have 
been expanded in recent years, while 
in some other schools the number of 
courses offered has doubled or tripled 
in 20 years. As at most schools, Roose- 
velt students are permitted one elective 
a semester. 

In keeping with the modern educa- 
tional philosophy that emphasizes psy- 
chology and social adjustment, glee 
club has a broader aim than the teach- 
ing of music. “We try to instill in them 
cooperation and the sense of belong- 
ing,” says the director, Ray Heim. “If 
they learn that, the music seems to take 
care of itself.” Accordingly, the club 
really is a club: it has officers, student- 
enforced discipline, music librarians. 

Second soprano Nikki and the 60 
girls of the glee club have two big days 
a year: the annual Christmas songfest, 
for which they practice the whole first 
semester, and the annual school show,

Norstrom!” Miss Shea exclaims. “She acts like she 
has springs in the bottom of her feet.” Physical edu- 
cation at this level consists mostly of outdoor games. 
Miss Shea finds Nikki a “good athlete — not the top” 
and notes a desire for improvement. “I told her she 
wouldn't get an A,” Miss Shea says. “She begged me to 
watch and see how she was improving. You know, you 
like a youngster like that.” 

Lately, Nikki has developed a mild crush on her 
U.S. history course; her feelings about history are 
marked by troughs and swells. “It doesn’t come easy,” 
she says, speaking of the standard course which skirts 
through the American past from Columbus to 1956. 
Her instructor, True McGinnis, makes the most of 
student-participation techniques — skits, panel dis- 
cussions, self-tests — and assigns students to special- 
interest projects. Thus they receive their first real 
taste of independent research. Nikki, who recently dug 
into the history of the English colonies in the South, 
finds student participation a fascinating part of the 
course. “I don't think I learned a solitary thing in his- 
tory before,” she says 


Rocks Were Rocks Until — 


To some extent, science teacher A. J. Douglas uses 
these same techniques, and Nikki's interest alternately 
spurts and flags. Douglas allows plenty of latitude in 
classroom behavior, and the students pick chairmen 
to conduct their discussions. Nikki got quite enthralled 
talking about rocks — “I never knew there were kinds 
of rocks. To me, a rock: was a rock” — but during 
notebook sessions, or when time came for definite sci- 
entific terms, she looked bored. 

Nikki departs from most of her contemporaries in 
her opinion of English; she is detached, almost philo- 
sophical about it. “English is English,” she says. “Let's 
face it — you need it.” She can, however, get rather 
yehement in her oral book reports; one recent book 
she characterized as “sappy.” But she likes to read — 
“adventure stories where plenty happens and there’s 
a little love mixed in” — and she likes spelling, which 
her teacher, Mrs. Vere Alward, emphasizes heavily. 
The students also dip into parts of speech, capitaliza- 
tion, sentence construction and other tricks of 
grammar. 

Nikki's dad, Wayne A. Norstrom, an engineering 
foreman at Convair, would like to see Nikki settle 
down and dig into her classes a little more. Still, he 
feels she’s showing more interest in school this year. 
Mrs. Norstrom, who sizes her daughter up as “an 
average or maybe a little better student,” thinks Nikki 
could do better. “She takes the easy way out some- 
times, I'm sure,” Mrs. Norstrom says. In some ways, 
she finds her 13-year-old a little baffling. “I couldn't 
give you an honest evaluation of what she’s gotten 
out of school so far this year,” Mrs. Norstrom says. 

Nikki herself has trouble sizing up school. “In gen- 
eral, I guess it’s pretty good,” she says. “I like my 
teachers even though I do sometimes criticize them. 
They treat you more grown up. They give you more 
of a chance to de things on your own. I feel that if 
you like to work and want to do it, you'll do better on 
your own than if you're pushed.” 

And if she could change anything about her eighth- 
grade daily schedule, what would she choose? “Well, 
the only thing is I'd like to have the first lunch period 
instead of the second. Gee, I get awful hungry by the 
time 12:20 comes around.”

FRANCE’S NEW FILM IDOL 


HAS AN AMERICAN ACCENT 


by DAN BEHRMAN 


PARIS 
At the moment, the name of Eddie Constan- 
tine doesn't mean much to American movie- 
goers. But before too long he may well be one 
of the more exciting new figures on the U.S 
screen. That, at least, is the word among film 
folk who have seen Eddie’s pictures being 
readied here for release in the U.S 
The basis for this opinion is the career to 
date of Eddie Constantine in France. A tall, 
raw-boned American of 38, he currently is 
one of the top box-office names not only here 
but in much of continental Europe. He is 


France's highest-paid actor, drawing 35 mil- 
lion francs per picture, plus as, much as 40 
per cent of the net proceeds therefrom. Even 
though the franc has seen better days, that 
still tots up to roughly $100,000 for a single 
film. Yet not more than three years ago Eddie 
was singing on the French state-owned radio 
for any fee he could get usually about $8 
a show 

Who is Eddie Constantine? Well, he’s for- 
merly of Los Angeles, where he was born, 
formerly of Providence, R.I., where he never 
finished high school; formerly of New York,

yurner while Eddie’s French improved. For- 
merly nobody, in short; but today — ? 

loday his name on a Paris marquee will 
oring in 265,000 spectators for a first-run 
showing. To Parisian stenographers, to 
Breton fishermen, to farmhands in Nor- 
mandy and mountaineers in the Alps, Eddie 
has become.a myth, a French counterpart of 
Hopalong Cassidy or Davy Crockett. 

He is Superman, and Dick Tracy rolled into 
ne. In three of his pictures — Poison Ivy, 
ames Don't Care and This Man is Danger- 
ous —he is starred as Lemmy Caution, a 
iwo-fisted FBI agent with nine lives and an 
indelible smile. These days, if Eddie happens 
‘0 be stopped by a traffic cop, the latter takes 
one look, puts away his ticket pad and says: 

You, Monsieur, are Lemmy Caution. You 
should know better than to drive like that.” 

Much less considerate are French citizens 
*nho walk up to Eddie, assure him they've 
1dmired him as a tough guy, then try a play- 
‘ul right uppercut or a left jab. 

'o find out more about this amazing ex- 
patriate, | talked to him aboard his hired 
allboat five miles out in the Mediterranean 
of Golfe Juan, a tiny port on the French 
Riviera. That happened to be the only place 
'n Europe where he could be reasonably sure 
“! not being mobbed by his fans. There he 
“ould return for a moment to reality —a 
reality so fabulous that he still doesn’t be- 
eve it himself. 


a typical fix — in Ca Va Barder, genial thugs are about to work on him. (He escapes unscathed.) 


As to the reasons for his film success, 
Eddie is under no illusions. He knows he’s 
gotten some fantastic breaks. “Every day 
when I get up I tell myself how lucky I am,” 
he told me. “I was always last in everything 
I did in my life — and now I have to make a 
terrific adjustment. 

“I’m just an average guy. I've got a beat-up 
face. I'm the kind of a'man you'd meet on 
the street. I think that has a lot to do with it. 
People are tired of the Prince Charming who 
doesn't exist. Now I'm the one who always 
gets the girl and I always come out ahead. 
That makes ihe average guy think he can do 
the same thing.” 


French Slang, Yankee Style 


That is exactly what happens in one of 
Eddie’s most recent pictures, Ca Va Barder. 
The title is a French slang expression that 
can be roughly translated as “hell's going to 
break loose,” and Eddie has made it a virtual 
catch phrase in France. The same thing is 
true of his two other expressions — Vous 
pigez? (Catch on?) and Quelle salade (What 
a mess!). The idea of an American handling 
French slang on the screen as easily as a 
Parisian cab driver is probably another 
reason for Eddie's popularity. 

Ca Va Barder, in which Eddie plays 
Johnny Jordan, an American on the beach 
somewhere in Central America, is a typical 
Constantine epic. It is a corpse-strewn tale 
complete with manhunts, saloon brawls, car 
chases, smuggling, smoking pistols —- and a 
luscious blonde. The climax is a fight on top 
of a lighthouse (the villain has a knife and 
Eddie is backed up against a railing — you

probably can guess the rest). At the end, 
Eddie drives away with the blonde in a pre- 
war American convertible to the tune of Ca 
Va Barder — which Eddie, incidentally, has 
made into one of France's leading hit songs 

To Frenchmen and other Europeans, there 
is nothing strange about this American who 
is practically indestructible and who always 
gets the girl. He's a hero. Eddie believes his 
films do more good for Franco-American re- 
lations than all the propaganda specialists 
He may be right, too. 

Many of his fan letters are written in halt- 
ing Engksh, and he probably is the only 
American in France to have both the Catholic 
and the left-wing press on his side. Catholic 
newspapers like his films because he is on 
the side of the law and refuses to glorify the 
underworld. As for L’Humanité, Paris Com- 
munist daily, its film critic has written: 
“Eddie Constantine is so charming and sym- 
pathetic that he almost makes us believe the 
FBI to be a band of angels.” : 

There was nothing in Eddie's early life to 
indicate that he one day would become the 
two-fisted idol of French movie-goers. His 
father, jeweler Maurice Constantine, wanted 
him to, be a singer and sent Eddie, at the age 
of 16, to the Vienna Conservatory. He 
showed promise there, but had to return after 
two years tor family reasons. Back in Amer- 


ica, he drifted from job to job and, in 1937, 
he landed in Hollywood. 

His movie career consisted of being an 
extra, singing in choruses or “dubbing” for 
non-singing stars. After four years of that 
he went to New York to study singing and 
got a job in the Radio City Music Hall 
chorus to pay for lessons. 

There one day he met a petite blonde 
dancer of the Music Hall’s corps de ballet, 
Helene Musil. Five days later they were mar- 
ried. When Helen went to Montreal on a 
dancing tour, Eddie went along and they 
made it a honeymoon. But Eddie stayed in 
Montreal too long and lost his job. 

Then came six more years of anonymous 
plugging on the fringes of the big time. 
Helene meanwhile continued to dance, but 
took time out to have a baby daughter, 
Tanya, in 1943. The first sign of a break 
came in 1947, when Helene had an offer to 
dance in London and Paris. Eddie and Tanya 
went with her. Once in Paris, the Constan- 
tines liked the city well enough to settle there. 

There followed more singing for Eddie, 
more dancing for Helene. Sometimes they 
lived on $60 a month; sometimes Helene fed 
the family on 80 cents a day. Eddie worked 
up a night-club “single” act and played the 
provinces at about $10 for a night’s work.
